AS THE MAN TO DEFEAT FORAKER 
FOR GOVERNOR. 


PLATFORM OF THE OHIO DEMOCRATS. 


An Arraignment of the Republican Party 
in the State and Union—The State 
Ticket as Nominated. 


Dayton, O., August’ 28.—During the whole 
night the town has been kept awake by cheer 
ing delegates and visitors to the democratic 
State convention. This convention will un- 
doubtedly be the largest gathering held by the 
democracy of Ohio foralong time, and the 
citizens of Dayton, regardless of party, have 
vied with each other in extending courtesies. 

A notable instance was the tender of the 
Garfield club’s rooms to the committee on res- 
olutions, followed by a lunch for the commit- 
tee. The convention was held in the rink, a 
large wooden building capable of seating sev- 
eral thousand people, but wholly inadequate 
to accommodate the crowds of people which 
tried to gain admittance. 

Ten o'clock was the time for the opening of 
the convention, but it was 10:15 when Dr. Nor- 
ton, chairmAn of the state central committee, 
rapped for order. After prayer by Rey. Dr. 
McFarlin, Dr. Norton made a brief address 
outlining the purposes of the convention. He 
made his speech the vehicle for a caustic 
criticism of the republican party, and especially 
of Governor Foraker, the candidate of that 
party for re-clection. | 

This was followed by an eulogy of the demo- 
cratic party and. its principles. His allusion 
to Grover Cleveland as the noblest and the 
greatest of living democrats was received by

Hon. M. D. Harter, of Richland county, was 
named for permanent president; Lewis G. 
Bernard, of Hamilton county, for secretary, 
and Peter Weidner, of Montgomery, for ser- 
geant-at-arms, by the committee on organiza- 
tion, and they were duly elected along with a 
vice-president and assistant secretary for each 
congressional district. 

After adopting the report of the committee 
op rules and order of business and the an- 
pouncement of the state central committee, 
Hon. John A. MeMahon inade the report of 
the committee on resolutions, prefacing it with 
the statement that it was not a compromise, 
but was unanimously adopted and that the 
comrittee were fully agreed that there shouid 
be no backward step in the matter of tariff re- 
form. (Great applause.| 

THE PLATYORM. 

1. The democracy of Ohioin convention assem- 
bled, approve the declaration of principles ~ a by 
the national democracy in St. Louis in 1887, and 
especially that part of it rma re redaction of 
tariff taxes. We will continue the ttle for tariff 
reform until the cause of the people is triumphant. 

2. We regard trust», in whatever form organized, 
asa legitimate result of our present tariff system; 
and we demand the pees of all tarifftaxes that 
enable them to extort f:om the people exorbitant 
prices for products they control. 

3. We again acknowledge the great debt of grati- 
tude the nation owes to the heroes of the late war, 
and we declvre in favor of a just, liberal and equi- 
table pension tariff. 

4. Wedenounce the republican administration 
for its repeated violation of its pledges in behalfof 
civil service reform. 

5. We denounce the present state administration 
as the most, partizan, demoralizing and extrava- 
gantinour history. We invite the careful investi- 
gation of allcitizens into our financial affuirs, as 
shown by official records. 

6. We protest against the repeated enactment of 
laws resting the appointing power in the governor, 
enabling him to contro] the tocal boards of our 
leading cities, While depriving them of se!f-gov- 
ernment it constructs a Vast political machine that 
isat all times dangerous and in the handsofa 
partisan chief executive has bceome a positive 
menace to the peopie of tie state. 

7. The nomination of the governor of Ohio fora 
third terip, in violation of all precedent by the no- 
torious avd disgraceful use of patronage at bis 
command, Is an outrage against the people and 
shouid be rebuked at the polls. 

S. We heartily favor home rule in Ireland and we 
demand it also for Ohie. While favoring all laws 
that sacredly protect the bailot box and the honest 
voter, we demand the enactmentof laws that will 
enabie our citics to choose their own servants and 
control their own afiairs, 

The report was adopted with unamimity 
and applause. <A resolution favoring the loca-

ferred to the committee without debate. 
NOMINATIONS FOR GOVERNOR 
were next in order. Hon. Samuel F, Hunt 
made the opening speech,placing in nomination 
Hon. James R. Campbell, of Butler county. 
Gencral Andeison, of Dark county, seconed 
the nomination. Hon. M. A. Foran, of Cleve- 
land, presented the name of Virgil P. Kline, 
of Cuyahoga county. Mr. Henry Apthorpe, of 
Ashtabula, seconded the nomination. 

Hon. Frank C. Dougherty piaced in nomina- 
tion Lawrence T. Neal, of Ross county, Mr. 
Seward, of Richland county, seconding this 
nomination. 

THE FIRST BALLOT. 

With these three candidates nominations 
c’osed and the first ballot proceeded. It required 
396 votes to nominate. Before the ballot was 
announced a difficulty arose in regard to the 
vote of Hamilton county, the asSertion being 
mace that it had been recorded solid for 
Campbell while there were three or four votes 
for Neal. Pending this disturbance several votes 
were changed to Neal. Great disorder re- 
suited and the chair finally announced that no 
detinite result could be reached until order 

rasrestored. The chair said that the yote of 
Hamilton county must be repeated. It was 
dene, giving Campbell 65 instead cf 75 votes. 
Other changes were made generally in favor 
of Neal, but all efforts to rectify the confusion 
were unsuccessful. 

Finally the chair announced 
Cam pbeil 388, Neal 292, Kline 109. 

CAMPBELL NOMINATED. 

Delegates acquiesced in this clearing of the 
tangle, and with some dogree of order, the 
pecond ballot proceeded. The total vote cas; 
tvas 789}, of which Campbell received 397}, 
Neal 299; Kline 93. This nominated Camp- 
bell, and the hall was wild with shouting men. 
The band played “‘The Campbells Are Com 
ing,” aud a motion to make the nomination of 
Cainpbell unahimous was carried. 

Mr. Campbell was sent for and a recess of 
fifteen minutes was taken. 

It was nearly 3 o’clock when the now recog- 
nized campaign air announced the coming of 
the candidate. With him were the defeated 
candidates, Messrs. Neal and Kline. Mr. 
Campbell, ou being presented, accepted tke 
nomination. He said this was no ordinary 
campaign. The task is not one of mere rou- 
tine. Lhe most obvious of the duties of the 
democratic party was to rebuke the violation 
of an nnwritten law of this country that no 
officers of this government should be elected to 
a third term. In spite cf the precedents of 
Washington and Grant, the stranglers of the 
republican party have decreed that power shal! 
be continued in the hands of the most profli- 
gate administration the state has known. 

Mr. Campbell went on to arraign in severe 
terms the legislation of the republican party 
in Ohio and the administration of Governor 
Foraker. 

Mr. Neal was presented, and in an impas- 
sioned speech he declared his acquiescence in 
the will efthe convention. He declared with 
emphasis that in this campaign the successful 
man y would do no mote for the snecess 
of the party than would he himself do for Mr.

_ Virgil P. Kiine was also presented, and said 
he was just as well satisfied with the result of 
the convention as either Mr. Campbell or Mr. 
Neal. There was no sulkers in Cuyahoga 
county. He was as joyful at his own funeral 
as he could be. No political malice could be 
got into his heart. He wanted to expend all 
that.on the other fellow. If Mr. Campbell 
wanted earnest, ringing speeches on tariff re- 
form during this campaign he would be ready 
to respond. 

Both Neal and Kline were suggested for 
nomination for lieutenant governor by accla- 
mation, but both peremptorily declined. The 
tickets was then completed by the following 
nominations: For lieutenant governor, 
William Vance {|Marquis. of Logan 
judge. of supreme court, 
Martin Follet, of Washington county;

The convention then immediately adjourned. 
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PENNSYLVANIA PROHIBITIONISTS. 


A Platform Adopted and Nomination for 
Treasurer Made. | 

HARRISBURG, Pa., August 28.—A large au- 
dience was present today when the prohibition 
convention began in the opera house. Verma- 
nent organization was effected by the election 
of Rev. R. W. Covert, of Westmoreland 
county, chairman. While waiting for the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions Rev. 
John Yeldell, the colored man recently taken 
from Pittsburg to South Carolina to answera 
charge of murder, and acquitted, appeared be- 
fore the convention and made ana ioe. 

The platform, which was unanimously 
adopted anid great cheering, declares that 
the traffic of intoxicating liquors isa prolific 
source of crime and lawlessness, and should 
be prohibited by laws faithfully enforced. 
The national platform is indorsed. The Aus- 
tralian ballot system is favored; the right of 
al] citizens, without distinction of race or 
aationality, to vote is declarcd to be for the 
interests of the state. Trusts are condemned, 
and the republican and democratic parties are 
—— to be piedged to the legalization of the 
iquor trafiic. J. R. Johnson, of Pittsburg, 
was nominated for state teasurer by acclama- 
ion, and the conyention having concluded 
its business adjourned. 


THE SURPLUS DECREASING 


On Account of the Heavy Purchases of 
Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, August 28.—Again today 
bonds purchased by treasury were large, in 
amount $3,888,900. This makes the total 
amount purchased in the last three days near- 
ly eleven mi'ligus. For these bonds the gov- 
ernment paid about fourteen million dollars. 
The treasury surplus was seventy millions 
ten days ago, Dut has decreased to about 
forty-two millions. Representations have 
been made to Secretary Batcheller that it 
would be well for the government to advance 
its buying prices, in face of the large offerings, 
as otherwise the sudden reaction would be felt, 
which would resuit in the refusal of bond- 
holders to offer tosell. Mr. Batcheller. how- 
ever, takes the ground that the bonds coming 
into the department are offered by firms of the 
higlrest finaneclal reputation and under|circum- 
stances which make it manifest that as they 
are not pinched and obliged to sell they must 
have reached the conclusion that it is best 
thing todo. Therefvre he is rather more iu- 
clined to lower than to advance prices, and be 
lieves that after afew «days business on the 
scale of yesterday and today no harm would 
follow if the predicfed rise in market rates 
oceurred,as the department would be ready for 
a breathing spell. 

Receipts of goverment from internalreyenue 
during last month were $11,485,952, showing 
an inerease of $1,307,788, as compared with 
receipts for July 1888. This increase was dis— 
tributed throngh all of sources of revenue ex- 
cept the oleomiargarine and bank tax,

OLD COINS FOUND 


And Great Excitement in St. Augustine 
Over the Fact. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 28.—[Special. | — 
A St. Angustine special to the Times-Union 
says: * Thiscityis in a fever cf excitement 
to-day over the discovery of a hidden Spanish 
treasure in an oli house, corner of Bridge and 
Marine. streets. Contractor J. F. Lambias 
had takena job from Mance & Bro., to tear 
down the house and clear away the rubbish. 
About 11 o’clock this forenoon an old colored 
man named Dan Johnson, employed by Mr. 
Lambias, dug up near the foundation of the 
chimney tifty two Spanish coins in a rusty 
metaliic pot about ten inches deep and two 
inches across the mouth. Mance took posses- 
sion of the coins, though the negro who 
found them surrendered them re- 
luctansly. Thocoins are very old, the latest 


date bjing 1806, and several of them antedating — 


1760. ’The house and lot is the property of an 
American lady of wealth, who some years ago 
married one of the nobility of Hurope, and Mr. 
Mance will protect her interest if more coin is 
unearthed, which iseonfidently expected. So 
preat was the excitement about the premises 
thai the police with difficulty kept the crowd 
from “staking out claims” in the cellar, and 
beginning digging operations at once. The lot 
has been securely fenced in and guards are 
patroling tie enclosure “tonight. , Tomorrow’s 
oporatious are awaited with deep interest. 


THE COLLEGE ON FIRE. 


An Early Blaze in the North Carolina Agri- 
cultural College. 

Raueian, N. C., August 28.—[{Special.]J— 
Just before 5 o'clock this morning the State 
Agricultural and Mechanical college was 
found to be on fire. The building isa mile 
from the city. The people assembled and 
fought the fire vigorousiy. The chemical en- 
gine went to the college, but when it arrived 
found the fire extinguished. It is almost cer- 
tain that the fire was incendiary. It originated 
on the left side of the main hall on the first 
floor. It burned through the floor and fell into 
the basement, where some damage was done. 
Had the five falicn through on the other side 
of the hall, it would have croppod on barrels 
of oil und turpentine and the loss of the 
building would have been complete. The 
rear of the main hall was burned, some doors 
and windows were burned and the walls were 
greatly damaged by the heat and smoke. The 
interior will require repainting and white- 
washing. The second and third floors are 
compieted and but little work is necessary 
to complete the first floor. The damage is es 
timated about $1,000. The college was in- 
sured for $10,000.

A SERVICE PENSION RECOMMENDED 


By the Retiring Commander in His Address 
~General Sherman Speaks to the Vet- 
erans at the Soldiers’ Home, 


Mitwavxker, August 28.—The twenty-third 
national encampment was called to order by 
Commander-in-Chief Warner at 10:15. 

After prayer by Chaplain Wharton, of the 
Wisconsin department,and a brief intermission 
to allow late delegates to seatthe mselves,Com- 
mander Warner at 10:45 began to read his ad- 
dress. 

THE COMMANDER’S ADDRESS. 

Commander in-Chief Warner in his address 
said the organization never had been and he 
trusted never would be used for partisan pur- 
poses or to gratify the personal ambitions of 
any men. He commended to each 
department the patriotic practice 
of the New York Post of 


_presenting ‘public schools with the Ameri- 


can flag on each anniverfary of Washington’s 
birthday. The flag of their country should be 
for the future citizens of the republic as object- 
less or they should be imbued with reverence 
for it. The committee on pensions, he said, 
had been unable to make any progress in se- 
curing a favorable consideration of the pen- 
sion bills recommended by the last annual en- 
campment. There were 1,000 delegates pres— 
ent and it was but natural 
that they shonld not agree in discussion, but 
when the encampment had acted, every com- 
rade should give the action taken his earnest 
support. The judgment of the majority 
should become Jaw unto the minority. The 
grand army had not bitherto exercised its full 
influence in pension legislation because of a 
division in its ranks. 

The action of the last cncampment recom- 
mending to congress 

A SERVICE PENS ION BILL 
and the disability pension bill, General War 
ner thought was wise and should be urged by 
this encampment. There would be no fail- 
ure if the recommendations were backed by 
the united Grand Army of the Kepublic. 
If we are true to ourselves, before the 
next encampment every comrade, disabled by 
age, sickness or accident, and the widows and 
orphans of veterans, wiil be borne on the pen- 
sion roll. We should neither give sleep to our 
eyes nor slumber to our eyelids until justice is 
done our comrades. The day was not far dis- 
tant when an honorable discharge from the 
union army or navy would be al! the evidence 
required to secure a pension. He called on 
bondholders to remember that the men who 
made their securities valuable had an equal 
claim with them against the state. Let those 
who inveighed against pensions remember that 
it was the boys in blue, who, by their trials, suf- 
ferings and death, bequeathed to them the 
legacy of liberty and union. Soldiers would 
present their claims to congress not with bated 
breath, but as free men asking only that which 
is just. 
GROWTH OF THE ORDER. 

The report ef Adjutant General Weigel 
shows that during the past-year the member- 
ship has increased from 361,149 to 382,58% Two 
new departments were added, those of Ala- 
bama and Georgia, whose posts were formerly 
inclr ded in the department of Tennessee.

GENERAL SHERMAN SPEAKS. 

About two hundred regimental reunions were 
held in the afternoon. About 15,000 people 
gathered at the National Soldiers’ home for 
disabled veterans, where the old sol- 
diers passed in review before Gen- 
eral Sherman and his party. The old 
general made them a brief talk. Hesaid: 

We have passed through one crisis of our coun- 
try’s history. I dou’tsee any chance of another, 
but nobody knows the future, Bring up your 
children to love and venerate the old soldiers who 
fought in 1861 and 1863,and make them uncover the.r 
heads when they see that liltie banner that you 
followed inthe davs which tried us to the utmost. 
Let us venerate that flag, and love our country and 
love each other and stand by each otheras long us 
we have heads on our sboulders and legs on our 
bodies. These old soldiers who marched against 

he enemy in those trying days the couutry tries 
best to assist, and I think will be goodio you when 
you get tooold. Alithatis necessary, but keepas 
young as long as you can, and do not go intothe 
soidiers’ home if you can help it. 

Ex-Pension Commissioner Black and Secre 
tary Rusk also spoke. The veteran signal corps 
held their annual reunion today and elected 
Governor Foraker, of Ohio, president. 

ALGER ELECTED COMMANDER. 

Very unexpectedly the Grand Army of the 
Republic Selaratee roceeded to the election 
of officers tonight. General Russell A. Alger, 
of Detroit, had it all his own way. Twenty 
men nominated him for commander-in-chief, 
Colonel J. Sexton, of Chicago, first presenting 
his name. All the other candidates were then 
withdrawn and General Alger was called by ac- 
clamation. Colunel A. G. Weissert, of Mil- 
waukee, was elected senior vice-commander 
and John F, Lovett, of New Jersey, junior 
vice-commander. It was then after 11 o'clock, 
and the election of the other officers was post- 
poned till tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


A New National Bank—Keported Violation 
of the Labor Contract Law, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, August 28.—The State 
National bank, of Knoxville, Tenn., has been 
authorized to begin business with a capital ef 
$100,000. 

The treasury department was recently in- 
formed that a large number of Cuban cigar- 
makers were Coming into Key Wesi in vicia- 
tion of the contract labor law. The emigrant 
agent at Key West was thereupon asked fora 
statement, and in response he has reported to 
the department that these Cubans are con- 
stantly passing into and out of the United 
States, but that there is no evidence of the 
existence of contracts for employment which 
would make their entry illegal. 

Charles R. Flint, New York, and Henry C. 
Davis, of West Virginia, have been appointed 
delegates on the part of the United States to 
the congress of American nations, to meet in 
this city in October next, in the place of ex- 
Governor Whyte, Maryland, and J. R. C. Pit 
kin, of New Orleans. 

The state department has been informed by 
the United States minister to Venezuela of the 

revalence of feyer at Caracas, which has 
ween erroneously termed yellow fever. It is for 
the most part confined to a district where the 
drainage is defective, but ff taken in time the 
disease yields readily to medical treatment 
and is in nosense epidemic. 


THE AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION.

Cuicauo, August 28.—The American bar 
association began its first annual session 
this side of Allegheny this morning. There 
was a large attendance. The meeting was 
called to order by the venerable jurist and leg- 
islator, Hon. Liman Trumbull, who inja brief 
speech welcomed the members to this ‘‘great 
centre of business and activitv.’’ Addresses 
of welcome were also delivered by Francis 
Kianer, on behalf of the Illinois bar associa- 
tion, and Ethelbert Callahan, on behalf of the 
Chicago bar association. Tothese addresses, 
David Dudley Field responded, after which he 
delivered his address as president of the asso 
ciation. A number of reports were submitted 
and some routine business transacted. In the 
afternoon, papers were read by Henry B.

San Francisco, Cal., August 28.—The blow 
which sent Jack Dempsey to the floor in the 
thirty second round last night and lost him the 
battle with George LaBlanche, after he had 
the best of the fight all the way through, was 
& terrific right hand swing which landed 
squarely on the “Nonpariel’s’” nose. The 
champion of fifty battles fell like a shot, strik- 
ing flat on his face, and lay there limp and 
bleeding. He rose twice to his hands and 
knees and blood poured upon the floor. He 
went down helpless and rose again, a dazed 
and bewildered man. One hand went up as if 
appealing to the crowd or the referee, and then 
he staggered to hig feet with game effort, but 
had to seek the ropes to keep his feet, and 
hung there. Ten seconds had passed, and 
LaBlanche had paid back the old score and 
won the $5,000. He stood in his corner smil- 
ing. 

DEMPSEY WANTS ANOTHER CHANCE. 

As soon as he could get his senses Dempsey 
staggered into LeBlanche’s corner, fell upon 
the victor’s neck and asked imploringly: 

“You'll give me another fight won’t you?” 

Upon receiving assent he tottered over to 
one of the directors of the club repeating: 

‘He'll give ine another fight, He’ll give 
me another. You hearit, he’ll give me an- 
other fight,’’ and seemed to recover his equilib- 
rium when sure of having the battle over again 
and shook hands with the winner. Both prin- 
ciples retired to their dressing room atthe close 
of the fight. LaBlanche said to a group of 
friends: 

‘They call it. a chance blow, but I had 
things all right anyhow. IJIfwas not punished 
and not distressed. I was also as strong as he. 
He asked for a return battle and I have agreed 
to give it to him,’’

Separate Trials. 

Cuicaco, August 28.—The Cronin case was 
resumed this morning before Judge McCon- 
nell in the criminal court with the hearing of 
arguments of counse! cn motions of the de- 
fendants, Coughlin, Burke, O’Sullivan and 
W oodrufi, for separate trial. and of Kunz for 
an order on the state’s attorney compelling 
him to give him a copy of the evidence before 
the grand jury on which he was indicted, and 
a list of witnesses who testified against him. 
The argument covered about the same ground 
as was covered in the aflidavits Monday, 
and were to the general effect 
tnat the cases of the various defendants in 
whose behalf the arguments were made would 
be prejudiced bv a trial coniointly with others, 
During the course of argumennts, Judge Mc- 
Connell took occasion two or more times to 
call the attention of counsel to the fact that 
they were fighting for separate trials cn 
promises based upon joint murder precedents 
and not on censpiracy precedents. Counsel, 
he said, must bear in mind that the first count 
of the indictment against the prisoners in this 
case was for conspiracy, the fact having an im- 
portant bearing on the question of joint or sep- 
arate trials. 

After counsel forthe various prisoners had 
made their pleas for separate trials, State 
Attorney Longnecker addresses the court 
combatting the granting of such motions. 
Juage Longenecker said the attorneys for 
defendants in their pleas had shown exactly 
why separate trials should not be granted. 
These men in their afifdavits Lave talked of 
furniture bought, of rooms rented, of a cottage 
procured, ofa buggy hired, of a man decoyed 
toacertain place and murdered and have 
touched upon much other evidence. What was 
this bata conspiracy? What harm can come of 
trying these men together? Regarding Wood- 
ruff, Mr. Longnecker said that the confessor 
had not said anything that was at all injurious 
to the other defendants. ‘‘Notone thing,’’ said 
the state’s attcrney, “has that man said that 
will be the least damaging to the other fiye 
men. Ailbhe says is in regard to himself.’”’ 

After the state’s attorney, Mr. Forest, who 
represents ex-Detective Coughlin and other 
defendants, continued arguments for separate 
trials. Then the court adjourned until to- 
morrow, 

ATTEMPT TO KILL A WITNESS. 

Cuicaco, August 28.—A desperate attempt 
was made last night to assassinate Gus Klhare, 
the tinsmith who last week identified Martin 
Burke as the man for whom he soldered to- 
gether the tin box on May. 6th, which, it is 
supposed, contained the clothing of Dr. Cronin. 
At 9 o’clock Jast night he was walking toward 
his home. on Ohio street, when, within a block 
of his home, he was assaulted by ten ura dozen 

roung men. They knocked him down, beat 
1im about the head with some blount instru- 
mentand threw him overa low fence to the 
ground below, a distance of twelve feet. He 
struggled to his feet, calling for help and ran 
towards home. His brother and a ser- 
vant girl heard his screams and ran out to- 
ward him. His assaliants sprang over the 
fence after him and pursued him almost to his 
door. His mother heard one of the pursuers, 
with Irish brogue: “Give it to him.’’ He fell 
as he entered the door. He became uncon- 
scious before anything could be learned from 
him as to the assault, and up to a late hour is 
stil) unable to speak or recognize anyone. The 
family say he had no enemies unless he made 
them by his statements in the Cronin case. 
No arrests have been made. 
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THE TERRY TRAGEDY.

San Francisco, Cal,, August-28.—The case 
of Deputy Marehal David Nagle, who shot 
and killed David S. Terry, was taken up in 
the United States circuit court today for the 
purpose of fixing the time for taking testimony 
and hearing arguments on the question of 
jurisdiction of the federal court.

OVER A HUNDRED THOUSAND MEN 
NOW OUT 


PARADING THE STREETS OF LONDON. 


Several Conferences Held Yesterday—Some 
Signa That an Agreement May Be 
Reached—Other Foreign News, 


Lonpon, August 28.—At a meeting of 
the striking dockmen this morning Mr. 
Burns, leader of the strikers, said that he had 
heard that 4,000 Belgians would be imported 
unless the strike was ended. He at once tele- 
graphed to the Belgian Workmen’s union and 
bjocked that move of the employers. The 
strikers havo reached the number of 150,000. 
Leaders express a determination to press their 
claims and march through the streets until the 
demands of the dockmen shall have been 
granted. 

A report comes from officials of the 
Commercial Dock company, to the 
effect that there o. & prospect 
for a settlement of differences and a feeling of 
increased hopefulness prevaiis. There is less 
intimidation and affairs have generally quieted 
down in the vicinity of St. Paneras depot. 
However, there’ is still some excitement. 
Many coal heavers are resuming work at an 
advance in wages, which course is violently 


opposed by the strikers who urge that no work, 


should be resumed until the advance demanded 
is conceded to all. 
THE STRIKERS BECOMING RIOTOUS. 

A mob of howling strikers, numbering sev- 
eral thousands, attacked coal vans leaving the 
yards under police-escert. They divided the 
chains and traces, compelling the drivers to 
return. In a short while 6,000 strikers had 
arrived on the scene and started for the coul 
yards. 

Various ports in metropolitan districts are 
crowded with vessels bound for ‘London, 
which are detained pending a settlement of 
the strike. A monster procession leit West 
{ndia docks this afternoon which was swelled as 
it progressed by contingents of iron workers, 
carters and cutters from Millwall. 

A steamer which had been loaded by 
stewards and clerks from the cffice of Cothin- 
gee sailed today for New Zealand. Other 
shipping houses are taking similar action. 
The clerks, however, are disposed to 
object and are considering the question of 
striking, The menat Hirsch’s Copenhagen 
oil milisand at Johnson’s white lead mills 
have struck. 

A CONFERENCE HELD. 

A delegation of wharfingers and granary 
owners he!d aconference with the directors of 
thfedock company today. The latter discounte 
nance disposition evidenced by the wharfingers 
to agree to the mens’ demand, thereby forcing 
the hands of directors when a collapse of 
the strike wasimminent. Delegates from the 
coal heavers visited the coal exchange this af- 
ternoon and adinitted that they had no griev- 
ances of their own, but struck on principal and 
would not resume the work until the demand 
of the dockmen had been granted. 

The merchants pointed out the injustice of 
this position, but to no effect. The dock com- 
panies show s¥ens of yielding and have re- 
ferred the questions in dispute to a committee 
composed of officiais of the companies and 
celegates from thestrikers. <A decision is ex- 
pected to be reached to-night. 

It is rnmored that Mr. Norwood, chairman 
of the joint docks committee, has resigned. 
The trade is pressing upon the dock cempanies 
the advisability of settiing with the srtikers 
and their overtures seem to be received favor- 
ably. Burns declares thatif the deck com- 
panies do not yield a compact will be made 
with wharfingers to unioal vessels in mid 
stream. 

NEARING A SETTLEMENT. 

Officials of the dock companies offered to 
concede all the demands of the strikers, except 
that fixing the rate of compensation at six 
pence an hour. Delegates of the dockmen 
insisted apon sixpence as the rate of wages, 
and the conference was suspended without a 
definite settlement having been arrived at. 


Advancing the Price of Coke. 


Pittspurc, Pa., August 28.—It was an- 
nounced today that H. C. Frick & Co., the 
largest coal operators of the Connellsville 
region, had secured control of the J. M. 
Shoonmaker coke plant, which includes 5,000 
acres of coal land, 1,500 coke ovens and 400 
cars. This will give Frick & Co. control of 
over 9,000 coke ovensin this region. Before 
long, it is said, their holdings will be farther 
increased, Beginning with next Monday the 
selling price of coke will be advanced from $1 
to $1.°5 per ton to furnace men, $1.50 to deal- 
ers and $1.65 to foundry men. This advance 
was made to meet the recent increase-in the 
wages of coke workers.

DR. FELTON CANNOT SERVE 


And Another Trustee of the University 
Must be Appointed. 

The confirmation of the newly appointed 
trustees of the State university was postponed 
by the senate yesterday. It was asserted that 
both ex-Governor McDaniel and D. B. Hawmil- 
ton were ineligible owing to their already 
being trustees of Mercer college, and the con—- 
firmation was delayed in order to investigate 
the matter. It was found that both Governor 
McDaniel! and Mr. Hamilton were eligible.

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A STAGE LINE OF THEIR OWN. 


Workmen Down Marietta Strect Have 
Forined a Stage Company. 

The men employed in Van Winkle’s works, 
the Collins Brick company and the Senith 
Chemical works, are to have a ’bus line of 
theirown. They have tried to have the Ma- 
rietta strect line of street cars extended, but to 
no avail. Last week a meeting was held and 
it was decided to take some steps to obviate 
the necessity of strect cars. A company was 
formed, and in a few days stages will be run 
on Marietta street out to the works and back. 

The plan is to take all the operatives cut and 
bring in the mechanics who live beyond the 
car tracks and who workin the city. All the 
stock of the company has been subscribed for, 
and the stages and horses will be purchased 
immediately. 

The promotors of the company estimate that 
stages capable of carrying forty people can be 
secured. These can make one fall trip out 
and back each morning at five cents a fare. 
This would be $4. This would be repeated in 
the evening, making anincome of $5 a day 
for each stage. They estimate that after feed- 
ing the stock and paying the drivers, an in- 
come of 20 per cent. will be made on the cap-

There was another long discussion in the senate 
yesterday on the disposition of the old capitol.. 

The bill to sell the old capitol came up as the 
special order, and on Senator Bartlett's request the 
bill to lease the building to the confederate veter- 
ans for twenty years was read for information. 

The report ot the committee favoring a sale was 
agreed to, and the bill came up for discussion on 
its > 
Sen: tor Massengale opposed the bill because he 
thought the period of advertisement was short. 
He read an article the other day which stated that it 
was proposed by parties in Atlanta to purchase the 
building fora nominal sum. It ison record,” said 
he, ‘‘that $363,000 bas been paid on that building, 
and that it cost $150,000 altogether. If it cost that 
when Atlanta was in her swadling clothes, I ask 
why it is not worth more than $125,000 today?” 

Senator Julian asked: ‘“Who paid tbat $480,0007’’ 

“I care not who paid it, it was paid,” said Mr 
Massengale. ‘*The state wasto pay half and At- 
lanta wasto pay half. That was the contract. It 
ought at least to be worth half that sum today, and 
it is proposed toseil it for $125, 000. 

‘‘Tanere isa billin this senate emanating from 
over three hundred soldicrs who have illustrated 
Georgia on the field of batile. Ciesaf

Senator Boyd asked whether a more fitting place 
for war relics might not be found in the new and 
ample capitol, 

“No, sir, they don’t ask it. When they do, I will 
be their champion on the floor. Until they dol 
willnot insult them by offering asubstitute for 
theiz request. This bill has been inaorsed by the 
Seventh Georgia regiment, thirtieth Gcorgia, the 
Forty second Georgia, the Thirty-seventh and the 
Forty-ninth, Thirty-eight, and ‘Third Georgia 

regiments. They met and said, we want this 
building.’’ 

seuator Bartlett opposed the sale of the building. 

“| opppose the measure,’ said he, ‘because | 
have no idea that when that property is offered the 
state will receive its value. Not a solitary bid has 
been oflered to toe capitol commissioners, who 
were anthorized to receive bids. It strikes me that 
itis not a good time in business aflairs to sell the 
property. While Atianta is the pride of Georgia, 
still this is ‘not the time to sell 
this property. The state of Georgia is not 
s0 inuch in need of money, The state can afford 
to wait until jt will bringits value. The state cau 
borrow money at fonr per cent. Capitalists fiock io 
the bonds totinvest their money at four per cent. 
Itapp als tothe business sense of the senate at 
least to delay the sale ot this property. Shall it be 
Made a sac. ifiec in order to seli it?

As he sat down, Senator Gibbs was applauded. 

Kenator Sohther—I am decidedly in favoref vot- 
ing down this bill and sustaining the bil! of the 
senator fromthe nineteenth.

In reply to what the gentleman 
says about the scarcity of money, if it will not be- 
plentifulin December, when willit be? Itis said 
that the building cost $363,000. 1am infomned by a 
member of the Tegistature that the state paid only 
$100,000, If we were to lewisingg on sentiment we 
woul. give away every dollar iff the treasury. 

Senator Bartlett said we are told by the senator 
from tho 39th that the ve'erans have said they do 
not desire asale. We have but one authentic utter- 
ance from those men. Five hundred of them that 
assembled in the old capitol and christened the new 
capitol with their speeches and with the old rebel 
yell, Shall the voice of 500 men nttered when 
asseinbled to celebrate, and the only association 
that does celebrate in the way that it should be in 
memory of their struggle. Shail their prayer to 
the legislature be disregurded on account of what a 
few on the other side may have said? It is true 
that Georgia for awhile was ruled by Bullock and 
his gang, but if we are going to sell it for that 
account, introduce a bill to biing down fire 
from heaven and destroy it, Tne senator 
cannot devote the proceeds of that builng to school 
purposes. The constitution of the state stands in 
your way and forbids you to doit. There is no 
man whodetests that era more than myself. The 
contempt I feel for every man that hada handin 
itshail last till God shall dethrone memory; but 
there is no reason that we destroy 
every piece of property they laid their unha)lowed 
hands upon.

Ihe Macon Gas Works Passing Out of 
American Control. 


Macon, Ga,, August 28,—/Special.l—Thi® 
morning Mr. B. VanSteenberg, of Philadel- 
phia, president of the Macon gas light and 
water company, and Mr. J. Jackson, of Lon- 
don, representing an English syndicate, ar- 
rivedin Macon via Savannah steamer, ona 
tour of inspection of the plant of the Macon 
ges licht and water company. Last July, 
shortly after Messrs. VanSteenberg & Werk 
and their associates purchased the plant, they 
sold the same, it is understood, to an 
English syndicate, conditional that the plant 
came up to representations of Van Steenberg 
and Work. Mr. Jackson, the agent of the syn- 
dicate, now visits Mdton to verify these rep- 
resentations, and if his report is favorable, the 
trade will be closed and a half million dollars 
of Kuglish capital will find its first investment 
in Macon.

Such was the fuss heard in the usually quict 
and peaceful district of Chulio about two 
two o'clock yesterday morniny. 

JAKE MOORE’S SECRET MISSION. 

Yesterday morning the Tribune stated that 
Deputy Sherii? Jake Moore went off about 11 
o'clock on Monday night rather hurriedly, 
carrying with him a policeman and saying that 
he was going several miles into the country. 

Chairman King, of the police committee 
and Deputy Marshal Brown gave permission 
for Policeman Selman to accompany the 
ig sheriff on his mysterious mission. 

t could not be learned where Mr. Moore 
was going, or who he expected to arrest. 
HE WAS DISAPPOINTED. 

Deputy Sheriff Moore returned to the city 
yesterday morning about daylight. 

He was a disappointed officer of the law. 

His bird got away when he had him almost 
in his hand. 

Feister Arp, the man the deputy sheriff was 
after, is wanted in Texas for horse stealing. 
He came back to Floyd county about a year 
ago and has been living on the farm of. his 
uncle, Ruftin Arp in Chulio district about 
nine miles from Rome. 

Two men from Texas, with a requisition 
from the governor of Texas for Feister Arp, 
which Governor Gordon had signed, have been 
in and around Rome for two or three days. 
They also had a warrant signed by the gov- 
ernor of Georgia for the arrest of young Arp. 
Tie Texas men say that he was one of the 
greatest horse thieves that ever plied his ne- 
farious trade in the lone star state. Over 
twenty-two horses have been recovered which 
he stole. The Texans want him back in their 
state to punish him. 

PREPARING FOR THE ARREST. 

The two Texans have heen quietly watch- 
ing things. 

On Monday afternoon one of the men, in 
company with Deputy Sheriff Moore, took a 
drive to Chulio district. They learned the 
man they wanted would be at the home of his 
uncle that night. They did not attempt his 
arrest at that time, fearing that before they 
could get up tohim he would run and get away, 

It was decided to surround the house that 
night. Deputy’ Sheriff Moore drove back to 
Rome after sunset and got three mcn whose 
‘‘orit’’? in such an emergency could be trusted. 
He left Rome about 11 o’clock, and got into 
Chulio district a little after 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

SIX MEN WITH “‘GRIT.’’ 

It was known that the horse thief was a des- 
perate fellow, and that he was well armed. 

Deputy Sheriif Moore got his men together. 
There were the two Texans, and including 
himself there were four North Georgians—all 
men of nerve and grit. 

All saw that their firearms were in good con- 
ditioa and they approached the house. The 
room in which young Arp slept was at the 
rear of the house. At the door opening out of 
this room in the back yard Deputy Sheriff 
Moore placed his guard with instructions to 
siand in the dooiwa’ and grab the game. 

He went around to the front door, intending 
as soon 2s he got into the house to go tothe 
young man’s room and capture him before he 
got out of bed. 

KNOCKING AT THE DOOR. 

All was ready and Deputy Sheriff Moore 
went around to the front door. 

‘Ruffin Arp, the uncle of the young man 
wanted, and one of Floyd county’s best citi- 
zens, halloaed from his bed and wanted to 
Know who it was. After being satisfied, be 
asked who it was they wanted. 

About that time there was arustiing in the 
back room. Theo Texas desperado was prepar- 
ing for fight. He had been awakened by his 
uncie’s loud talking. 

Jeputy Sherifi Moore did not have a chance 
to get inside the house. 
TRYING TO CATCH HIM. 

Tho desperady quickly opened the back 
door and, jumping to the ground, started ona 
run for the woods like ajack rabbit. 

He was in his night clothes. 

In getting out of the door young Arp 
knocked over two men. Five pistol shots and 
a gun shot were fired at him. 

One of the Texas officers, who prided him- 
self on catching desperadoes, took out across 
the peach orchard, over fences and into the 
cotton patch, but he could not catch the borse 
thief. Instead, he lost his hat and the hand- 
cuffs he had carried to put on young Arp. 

It was very dark and after getting into the 
cotton field where the plants were shoulder 
ae and into the woods the horse thief was 
safe. 

The search was given up and the officers re 
turned to Romo about 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning very inuch disappointed. 

SOMETHING HISTORICAL. 

Feister Arp is a son of the original ‘Bill 
Arp,’’ a noted Floyd county character of ante- 
bellum times. Bill Arp was a great wit and 
fighter, but an illiterate man. Hewas a far- 
mer in the same Chulio district in which his 
brother, Ruffin Arp, now lives. 6 died sev- 
eral years ago. a, 

Major Charles H. Smith, of env ine, 
the genial and famous North Georgia hu- 
morist, whose non de plume, “Bil Arp,” is 
known all over the United States, was 
then a resident of Rome. He _ began 
writing communications over ‘‘Bill Arp’s’”’ 
Signature, and wrote up many of his sayings. 
A book of these sketches was also published. 

Many of the witticisms of “Bill Arp’’ are 
remembered by the citizens of Rome. TFeister 
Arp, his son, went to. Texas after the war. 
From the warrants- which are hanging over 
him his reputation in that state is none of the 
best. However, he has escaped the clutches 
of the law for the present.

es The State Road Lease. 
The house of representatives, we are glad 
to say, has passed the Wagsern and Atlantic 


lease billin ashape that, as a whole, will 


‘be thoroughly satisfactory to the people of 

the state. . 
The are no restrictions that any business 

‘man could object to, and as the leasing of 


the road is a business matter, pure and 


simple, the house is to be congratulated on 
its discretion and conservatism. 

As Tur ConsTITuTION pointed out yes- 
terday, the debate on this lease question has 
been the ablest in all respects that has 
taken place in the legislature for many 
years. It has brought out the best talent 
of the house, and has demonstrated the fact 
that the younger members of the general 
assembly have bysiness heads on their 
shoulders. 

The lease bill, as passed, opens bids to 
all the world, and this will have the effect 
of increasing the rental to a sum sufficient 
to largely benefit the tax-payers, and 
the educational interests of the state. 
‘Under the terms of a restrictive Dill 
the interests of the state would have 
suffered, while those of individuals would 
have been promoted. As the lease bill 
stands those who get the road will profit by 
it, and the peopie will also profit by it. It 
is no one-sided affair, but covers the interests 
of all concerned. : 

Bids for the road will be opened to the 
world, and the state will get what its great 
piece of property is worth. This will benefit 
both the people and those who lease the 
road. As to the danger of opening the 
bidding to all who desire to secure the road, 
there is nothing whatever init. The strong 
common sense of the house has settled that 
matter jn a style that will not admit of much 
argument, 

‘There has been some talk of Wall street 
in this matter of leasing the state road, but 
we shall hear Jess of itin the future. Itis 
not to be presumed that Wall street would 
attempt to buy a majority of the house of 
representatives of Georgia, and yet this is 
the intimation that is made in certain 
quarters. 

As a matter of fact, the house has done 
the best thing that could be ‘done for the 
interests of the state, In doing this it has 
resisted some outside pressure, but the 
result shows that the representatives of the 
people in this general assembly understand 
the interests of the people. 

The sovercignty of the people of Georzia 
will protect them no matter in whose hands 
the road may fall. That sovereignty has 
already declared itself in the establishment 
of the railroad commission, and is prepar-— 
ing to assert itself still more strongly in the 
bills that are pending to strengthen and 
sustain the commission. To these bills 
there is no opposition so far as we can sce; 
and with the commission thus armed at all 
points there can be no fear from monopo- 
listic rates, or from the discriminations that 

resulted afew years ago from unrestricted 
competition. 

The lease bill, as it passed the house, will 
now gc to the senate, and that body, repre- 
senting the people in a somewhat larger 
way than the house, should see to it that 
all restrictive features are kept out, 


London’s Danger. 


It is quite likely that the present strike of 


the London dock laborers wili be peaceably 
adjusted, but when 100,000 angry men 
march through the streets ofa great city 


_ the situation is serious, 


Such a procession, under the circum- 
stances, amounts to about the same thing as 
am mob—a peaceable mob, it may be, but 
any little thing, the indiscretion of a police- 
man, for instance, might bring on a colli- 
sion. 

All English-speaking peoples insist upon 
their right to peacefully assemble and peti- 
tion for the redress of their grievances, but 
the exercise of this right has more than 
once led to some very disastrous calamities. 
It would be possible for several hundred 
thousand infuriated men tuned loose in 
London to wreck the city in the course of 

one night. 

It cannot be said that these are idle fears. 
The example of Paris need not be men- 
tioned. London about a century ago passed 
through a very bitter ordeal. In 1780 Lord

A TALK TALK W1iTtTH PAT CALHOUN’S 
SECOND IN THE RECENT DUEL. 


Captain Henry Jacksnn Gives His Views in 
Regard to Certain Incidents Connected 


with the ‘Affair’ in Alabama. 


From the Charlesion News and Courier. 

{ Captain Henry Jackson, of Atlanta, who 
was the second of Colonel Pat Calhoun in the “iast 
duel’’ in the south, arrived some days agoat the 
Battery Park hotel in Asheville. He was, by reason 
of the recent.aflair of honor, an interesting addi:ion 
to the number of society people ac the hotel, where 
his family are spending the summer. He was met 
there by a reporter for the News and Courier, and 
as there has been no cfficial account of the duel yet 
published, what Capiain Jackson said on the sab~ 
ject willde of interest. He said thathe had not 
spoken for publication since the duel, nor had he 
read the comments made by ihe press on the affair, 
He bad, however, been told of certain statements, 
but he did not desire to make any reply. 

In the course of the interview Captain Jackson 
gave the reporter a detailed account of the duel, its 
causes and results, A great part of this has, how- 
ever, beenalready published. When Captain Jack- 
ron had fnislel his account he said; 

‘TI wish to add this much. Ihave read but one 
article on ‘he subject of this duel, other than those 
contained in the Atlania papers. The account to 
which I refer was published in a paper published 
by Mr. Rhett, Barnwell Rhett I think, at Hunts- 
ville, Ala. I understand however, that my aciion 
as second has been criticised, possibly severly criti- 
cised, in Charleston for permitting a meeting under 
circumstances so disadvantageous to my principal. 
I think from the standpoint of the Ccde of Honor, 
known as the South Carolina code, that 
the criticism is entireiy just. Had Mr, 
Calhoun been killed'I was fully aware of the fact 
that I would have not ony been severely censured 
by those opposed to duelling, but also. by 
those who believe in that mode of settling 
controversics,. What I didwas not done in 
ignorance of*the requirements of thecode, but 
with a full understanding of my duty looked 
at from the strict standpoint of the duellist. But 
neither am J, nor is Mr. Calhoun, a duellist, It be- 
came c:ear to me that Mr, Calkoun had determined 
to fight on any terms and with any weapons which 
were prescribed or presented by his antagonist, my 
advice to the contrary notwithsianding. It would 
then have become my duty, under the code of 
honor,to retire—to abandon him. Under the circum- 
stances which surrounded him at the time I deter- 
mined to viclate the requirements of the code in 


carrying out his wishes and tostand by him iu the 


unequal contest tothe end. 

“I do not believe in duelling generally as a 
proper mode for the settlement of controversies, 
and yet I endeavor to govern my own conduct, and 
whenever my advice is sought, the conduct of oth- 
ers, by the principles of what is known as the code 
of honor. I believe it prevents bioodshed, and 
when properly applied, leadsto an equitable ad- 
justment o/ difficulties, But if an antagonist vol- 
untarily places himself without the rules laid down 
by the code, and my principal is either to follow 
fe there orto give up the right tosatisfaction, 1 
would not abandon him if he determined to meet 
his adversary in the method selected by the latter, 
Thisis speciaily true of so conservative, calm and 
deliberate a gentleman as Mr. Calhoun. 

‘‘Whilst the world willsay that it was exceed- 
ingly foolish to put so much at stake on the course 
of a pistol ball, yet there are circumstances in the 
career of this wonderful man which, to his mind 
justified bim in taking the immense risk which he 
gid. Nover fora moment had he the slightest ;ap- 
prehension of being touched by a pistol ball, and 
time aud time again, when he saw my great 
anxiety, his reply would invariably be: ‘Don’t be 
apxious, I will not be touched.’ Without intend- 
ingiu anyway to criticise his an‘agonist, I must 
say that, with considerable experience in matters 
requiring the possession of unusval nerve, I have 
never known an instance where true manhood was 
more perfectly illustrated, 

“Ic was General Pelisser, 1 belicve, who said o; 
the charge Of the Light cavalry at Balikiava 
‘C’est magnifique Mais ce nest pas la querre,’ 
That is undoubtedly true, and yet Tennyson has 
immorialized tris heroic u.istake in verse, and it 
will live so long as abhuman heart beats. 801 say as 
to Mr. Calhoun, that, while he may not bave been 
justified in meeting an antagonist upon terms 
which now seem so unegual, yet as Providence in 
its merey protected him,and he has passed through 
the trial withont a sear, his action, while it may be 
criticised, will, at least, be commenced wherever 
sentiment is more valuable than money, and seif- 
respect than life.”’ 

Captain Jackson incidentally referred to a repor- 
ter for THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION Who caught up 
withthe party en route for the battlefield. This 
reporter did not go along as a peacemaker, Cap- 
tain Jackson told him that he was notto give any 
information f:hat would lead tothe discovery of 
the intention of the party. “When he came to see 
me,’’ Captain Jackson said, “I told him that he 
must endeavor to throw all inguirers off the track, 
‘All rights Captain,’ was his reply, ‘‘but just tell: me 
do you want me to lic on any special line or to lie 
around generally.’”’ 

It is presumed that Captain Jackson gave the 
proper instructions. This reporter subsequently 
shot himself in the finger on the battle ground. 

It was gathered from what Captain Jackson said 
and his minute descr ption of things that the meets» 
ing took placein Alabama. It can easily be found 
by an historic stump. During the progress of the 
duel a Mr. Seay came on the field to interfere, and 
Captain Jackson ieveled his pistol athim. Ma® 
Seay happened to be near the reporter, who in- 
stantly took to his heels and hid behind the stump 
until the parley was over. 

Captain Jackson is a fine looking man, courteous 
in manner and graceiulin speech and adress. He 
saidithat the seutiment of Georgians was almost un- 
iversally opposed to duelling. The ‘‘commercial 
idea,’ the modern idea of pregress, had about en- 
lirely supplanted the practice and sentiment of 
duelling. He was almost alonein his convictions 
in the city of Atlanta, but he believes thatin the 
older cities. Charleston, Savannah, New Orleans, 
ete., there are still numbers who believe in the code 
of honor,

THE BIGGEST INCREASE 


WHICH THE PROPFRTY OF GEORGIA 
HAS EVER SHOWN. 


The Tax Digests Show an Increase of Over 
Eighteen Millions, Not Counting Rail- 
road Properties. 


The tax digests from all the counties in the 
state have now been received, with the excep- 
tion of those from Campbell and Pulaski 
counties. These digests show that property 
throughout Georgia has increasod in valne 
$18,237,710. To this added $6,000,000 addi- 
tional railroad property makes a total increase 
of $24,237,710. 

Several counties show a remarkable change 
in valuation, which proves that the country is 
growing in riches—outside the city of Atlahta— 
at least in an equal proportion with the city 
property. The aggregate of city property in 
Berrien county is only $72,741; the digest 
shows, however, that Berrien is $186,299 richer 
than it was last year, or more than double the 
whole city property. 

Glynn county, whose largest city is Brunse 
wick, goes up $825,000. This is an increvtse of 
twenty per cent over last year, the highest per 
cent attained by any county. 

Tatnall county has a city property of $10,090; 
the property there, however, is valued $312,000 
more than last year. Ware, with acity prop- 
erty of $136,C00, has gone up $381,000. Wilcox 
county, with $42,824 in city property, goes up 
$132,000. Worth, with a city property of 
$40.700, increases $160,000. 

The counties with big cities are not left very 
far behind in the increase of wealth. Bibb 
county, with Macon in it, goes up $984,326; 
Chatham, with Savannah, goesup $1,412,725; 
Clark, with Athens, increases $227,638; Floyd, 
with Rome, shows $521,752 increase; Musco- 
gee, with Columbus, increases $1,739,133. 

Rishmond, with Augusta, falls off $18,770. 
This loss is due to the great floods of last year, 
which destroyed millions of dollars worth of 
property. 

Sumter, with Americus, goes up $592,138, 
and Fulton, with Atlanta, increases $5,075,194. 

Last year Fulton county returned one-tenth 
of ajl the property in the state; this year she 
furnishes a little over one-ninth, including 
railroad property. 

This shows that Atlanta is growing rich 
faster than the rest of the state, and also faster 
than the railroads. 


NOT SO BAD AS PAINTED. 


Mr. W. G. Richards on the Water Rates of 
Atlanta and Indianapolis. 

“‘Atianta’s water rate is not so bad as Mr. 
Haas makes it in his interview this morning,”’ 
said Mr. W.G. Richards, superintendent of 
the waterworks yesterday. 

**How ?” 

‘He says ‘take Indianapolis, for instance.’ 
Well, take Indianapolis. Her waterworks are 
owned by a private corporation, and the city 
has a population of 120,000, but only 1,974 
‘taps,’ while Atlanta, with a population of 
75,000, has 2,760 ‘taps.’ But Indianapolis has 
seventy-eight miles of main pipe while At 
lanta has less than forty—quite a disproportion 
in the distribution of water.”’ 

‘‘What is the difference in the cost?” 

‘*The charge for water fora family of seven 
persons in Indianapolis is eighteen dollars per 
year, andin Atlantait would be ten doliars 
and twenty cents for the same service. 

‘‘Another strange fact is that the income 
from water rents in Indianpolis from 1,974 taps 
is £79,000, while the income from the same 
source in Atlanta from 2,700 taps is but $45,000. 


Indianapolis pays $50 per year for each fire | 
hydrant, which if Atlanta did thesame, would | 


cost her $20,050 per annum, but for which she 
now pays nothing. 
“The meter rate in Indianapolis is 25 cents 


of 1,500 gallons per day used, and in that event 
it would be 23 cents per thousand gallons. 
They have a sliding seale down 
to nine cents per thouand, At- 
lanta begins at 17 cents and goes down 
to6cents per thousand. The water rentin 
Atlanta for domestic use is less than itis in 
any city where the works are owned by a pri- 
vate corporation. It is less than in any city 
south of the Ohio, and below the average of 
all the cities inthe United States, and 50 per 
cent. less than the average of all the cities in 
the United States in which the works are 
owned by priyate corporations. 

‘Indianapolis is situated very favorably for 
acheaply operated system of water works, 
being on the White river and only thirty feet 
above low water mark, sothat it will be seen 
that it cannot possibly cost half as much as it 
does with us. Their pumpage is by water 
power and they use steam only as an auxiliary 
when water in the river is too low to furnish 
the requisite power. 

‘The track in the passenger depotin Atlanta 
is 310 feet above the river and 1580 feet above 
the present source of our supply, and steam is, 
and always will be, used as a power.”’

| FULTON COUNTY'S WEALTH. 


THE TAX DIGEST FOR THE PAS? 
YEAR 


Shows Some Interesting Facts—The Increase 
Over Five Millions — Figures That Tell 
Their Own Story. 


The Fulton county tax digests have been coms 
pleted and turned over tothe comptroller and 
tax collector. 

For the past two weeks Mr. John Loyd, the 
receiver, and Mr, B. H. Cameron, his assistant, 
have Leen working early and late to get the 
books in order. The work has been tedious, 
and considering the immense amount that had 
to be done, the books have been made outina 
very short time. 

The returns were rather slow in coming in, 
and the books were kept open some time after 
the usual time for closing. Mr. Loyd’s 
courtesy in this respect saved the taxpayers 
who failed to make returns in the specified 
time from being double taxed. : 

Five million, seventy-tive thousand and 
ninety-four dollars is the amount of Fulton 
county's increase in the past year. 

The value of ail property returned in the 
county is $40,615,229, against $35,540,155 last 
year. 

Nearly every district in the county shows a 
large increase. 

INCREASE IN THE DISTRICTS. 
The following shows the increase of taxable 
property in the county districts, and shows the 
amount returned for 1888 and 1880): 
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Edgewood (creaied this year).... .......... 142, 

The total amount of real estate returned in 
the city is $23,151,837, and in the county 
$4,549,205, or nearly six times as much in the 
city as in the county. 

SPECIAL TAXES, 

One hundred and twenty lawyers ap- 
pear on the books for last year, and they were 
all white. This yearthe names of seventeen 
more appear, and one of them enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the only colored lawycrin 
Fulton county. 

Three doctors have disappeared since the 
Cigest of 1880 was made up, or if they have not 
disappeared they have quit the business, for 
only 110 names appear with “M. D.” after 
them, whereas there were 113 on last year. 

But while the doctors haye decreased, the 
dentists have multiplied almost two-fold, prob- 


ably the result of the proximity of a dental 
college. Last year there were only seven den= 
tists, or about one to every ten thousaud in- 
habitants. Now there are five more Riche 
monds in the field. 

Atlanta boasts of two railroad presidents, 
They are classed under the head of professions, 
and are required to pay the professional tax. 

The poll tax footings show a total of 5,509 
voters, of which. 999 are colored. Only one 
more and it would have been a thousand. 

Mrs. R. H. Richards returned more money 
than any other one person in the county. She 
gives in $121,000 in cash, besides 870,000 in 
bonds. 

Senator Brown is the largest tax payer, re- 
turning $515,225 in his own narae. Frank E. 
Block returns $66,000 of Mr. Brown’s property 
and Mr. O. C. Fuller $30,000, making a total 


of $411,225 worth of taxable property owned 
by Senator Brown.

THE CANDLER AMENDMENT LOST. 

Dr. Felton opened the debate with a strong 
argument against the amendment. He charged 
that a great deal of the new-born zeal against 
corporations was encouraged, if not originated, 
we rivalry of competing lines. He took 

case of the new projected road from At- 
lanta to Norfolk. 

“That road,’’ said he, “has an ugly competi- 
tor in the West Point Terminal, and they are 
stirring heaven and earth to enlist the legisla- 
ture in their fight on the West Point Termi- 
nal.’’ 

It was a telling speech. 

Mr. Davis, of Burke, replied in a spirited de- 
fense of the amendment, prefacing that with 
a few direct remarks about Dr. Felton’s record. 
Mr. Davis said he wanted to show how 
inconsistent the gentleman’s speech was. Here 
Mr. Dayis read the caption of honse bill num- 
ber sixty seven, introduced bast fall by the 
gentleman from Bartow. It was as follows: 
**A bill to be entitled an actto prohibit and 
suppress combinations, conspiracies, agree- 
ments or associations among and between cor- 

rations, companies, or persons, which may 

ave the effect or be intended to have the ef- 
fect, to defeat or lessen competition in their re- 
spective businesses, or to encourage mo- 
nopoly.”’ 
{r. Felton said this was a separate thing 
from the lease act. 

Mr. Davis asked why 
changed. 

‘I might state,’’ said Dr. Felton, ‘‘not asa 
reason, but asa fact, something that I learned 
along while since—wise men change, fools 
never do.”’ 

Mr. Davis thereupon declared that the dec- 
tor who had changed, said at the outset that 
members would siultify themselves if they 
adopted the Candler amendment which they 
had killed in the committee of the whole. 

‘To change,’ continued Mr. Davis, ‘‘is 
some times the part of wisdom, but a man that 
is as unstable as water can never be a safe 
leader. A resolution was introduced last fall, 
after being in session some three weeks or 
more, a resolution was introduced Woking to 
an early adjournment, when the gentleman 
from Bortow in a speech opposing that resolu 
tion said: ‘‘Will you adjourn when there is 
important railroad legislation here to be acted 
upon? Will you lie supinely upon your backs 
until these railroad monopolists have bottled 
every industry of Georgia?’ 

“Can you show the records to bear out that 
assertion ?’’ asked Dr. Felton. 

*—T don’t know,’’ was the answer. “‘T lis- 
tened to that speech and remember it, and a 
dozen gentlemen with whom I have talked 
about it remember it.”’ 

**I deny absolutely,’’ said Dr. Felton, ‘‘that 
I used such language as you have quoted.”’ 

‘Not having anticipated a denial,’’ said Mr. 
Davis, ‘‘I can merely repeat that I quote the 
language exactly as Irememberit. I am con- 
fident that [can prove my memory correct in 
the matter.” 

Mr. Davis, proceeding with his argument, 
compared the freight rates of Georgia with 
those of South Carolina, showing the influence 
ofthe Western and Atlantic as a free com- 
peting line, in lowering the rates in Georgia. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, followed in a fine 
speech forthe amendment. He was glad that 
the advocates of this measure had at last suc- 
ceeded in drawing its opponents from behind 
their breastworks. 

“They have now cometothe front as the 
confessed advocates of turning the state over 
to the mercy of the West Point Terminal. 
The gentleman from Bartow, (Mr. Felton,) 
had put the house on notice that if those who 
voted against this amendment in the comnit- 
tee of the whole now Bvote for it, it will be 
considered that it wasthe railroads and out- 
gide influence that changed them. If this 
be a proper manner of accounting for changes, 
how are we to account for the many summer - 
saults of the gentleman from Bartow, and 
especially for the chango from an 
earnest advyecacy of the principle’ of 
the Olive bill to its bitterest 
opponent. He seems to have gone, body aud 
soul, overto the West Point Terminal. In 
his speech this morning he ayows himself in 
favor of railroad monopoly and makes an 
argument upon the evils of competition.’’ 

“If the gentleman,’’ said Dr. Felton, ‘‘will 
permit me I will say that I am in favor of 
competition and against monopoly and trusts.” 

‘i congratulate the gentleman from Bartow 
upon his sudden conversion and thank God he 
was converted under my administration. 
There has been no conversion more sudden 
since Paul’s journcy to Demascus.”’ 

“TI desire tosay, sir, that I have not been 
converted by the gentleman from Coweta, and 
that it will not be necessary to receive a bap 
tism at his hands,’’ replied Mr. Felton. 

“Tam glad the gentleman informs me so 
early that heis not now ina condition to re- 
ceive a baptism, or I might have baptized be- 
fore there was a genuine conversion. He will

often. The difference, between the doctor and 
myself is that lam a Presbyterian, and be- 
lieve in but one conversion, and he isa Meth- 
odist and believes in falling from grace and 
being reconverted every day.

Last fall the gentle- 
man from Bartow introduced a bill into this 
house embodying the principle set forth in this 
amendment, providing as a penalty for its vio- 
lation aye forfeiture of the railroad’s charter 
and punisliment in the penitentiary from two 
to ten years for the officers of the road. Now 
the gentleman is opposed to this amendment 
and opposed to his own bill. A change has 
come over the spirit of his dream. Hew do 

vu account for it? If the gentleman from 

artow is correct when he says that the changes 
of others is duetothe influence of railroads, 
does he account in the same 
way for his own conversion? I would like to 
see a detailed account of that sudden conver- 
sion; it might prove interesting literature. 
The issue here is between the people of Geor- 
gia andthe West Point Terminal company. 
By kecping this road out of the system of that 
monopoly it secures an independent line to 
the west, and guarantees to Georgia the bless- 
ings of competition. Every business and every 
industry owed its growth to competition. If 
we are to have no competition, but allow one 
monopoly to control the entire railroad sys- 
tem, every enterprise, industry, town and city 
was at the mercy of this monopoly—of a few 
men on Wall street, w could, by fixing the 
freight rates, build or destroy at will. This 
West Point Terminal is the greatest trust that 
ever put foot on Georgia soil. It can, at its 
will, when freed from competition, levy a tax 
upon the products of your fields and your fac- 
tories and increase the price of every article 
Bhipped into Georgia. . 

** Let the state road be leased to this monopoly 
and at the termination of that lease there wiil 
be but one railroad system who can use it, and 
that system can have the road atits own price. 

**Your railroad commission is powerless to aid 

With inter-state commission. We must 
protect ourselves by securing competition. ° If 
we do not, then we are the vassals of the West 
Point Terminal and a few men on Wall 
street can levy a tax upon you and desiroy or 
build up your county as the interest of specu - 
Jators may suggest. 

‘‘Georgia does not deserve this fate. You who 
award it to her wiil be held responsible for it. 
This monopoly began its career by watering 
stock, and if you give them the power they 
will force the people topsy dividends upon 
every share of this watered stock.”’ 

The preyious question was called. The 
amendmént, which forbids the sub-leasing of 
the Wertern and Atlanticstock to acompany or 
party owning stock in a competitive line, or to 
any semyons the control of which is in the 
hands of a competitor to the Western and At- 
lantic, was lost by a vote of 68to 92,

The next amendment was by Mr. Gordon, of 
Chatham. It was to authorize the governor to 
lease .all the surplus Western and Atlantic 
realty, except that $6,000 lotnear Chattanooga, 
at the same time and under the same terms as 
the bill provides for leasing the road. The 
propeety. not tc be bid for as a whole, but by 


m, as in schedule R of the report of the 


commission of ’87. 

It was lost—63 to 88. 

The last amendment to section 1 was by Mr. 
Lewis, of Hancock~—"‘that this property shall 
not be leased to any corporation owning or 
controlling a competing line of railroad tend- 
ing to lessen competition or encourage monop- 
oly.” This is substantially the same as the 
Candler amendment, and the vote was almost 
identical—66 to 92. It was lost. 

The first section was then adopted. There 
were no amendments to the second section, 
and it was adopted. : 

THE THIRD SECTION. 

The following amendment was offered by 
Mr. Rankin: 

“Amend sect’on 3 by striking all of said section 
after the enacting clause, to and including the word 
‘money,’ sixth line, and substitute the following 
therefor; 

‘That before the road and its appurtenances are 
offered for lease it shall be ascertained in such 
manner as this general assembly shall determine, 
between the state and the present lessees, whether 
the road and its appurtenances aud equipment shall 
be offered for lease in their present condition; and 
what compensation, if any, the present lessecs shall 
receive for delivering the road and its appurie~ 
hances and equipment in such condition to the 
lessee or lessees under this act. in case of agree- 
ment between the state and present lesseex, then 
the road, its appurtenances and entire present 
equipment, in the condition they now are, shall be 
ollered for lease. In case of failure to agrce on or 
before the first of September next, then the road 
and its appurtenances shall be offered, the road bed 
and real property ofthe road inits present condi- 
tion, natural wear and tear oniy accepted, and the 
personal property as per inventory of file in execu- 
tive office, or its equivalent in kind.” 

It is substantially the same as his former 
amendment—the one lost in committee of the 
whole. It was lost by a vote of 35 to 112. 

THE ONLY AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Berner, of Monroe, proposed ‘‘to amend 
the third section by inserting after the word 
‘oftice’ inthe fourth line, the words ‘taken 
under the lease act of 1870.’ ”’ 

This was to avoid the ambiguity, inasmuch 
as two inventories have been made—one in ’70 
and the other in ’87. 

The amendment was adopted unanimously. 

THE OTHER AMENDMENTS LOST. 

Sections 3 and 4 were adopted. 

Mr. Hand’s amendment tosection 5 wasthen 
taken up. It is substantially the same as the 
Candlerand Lewis amendments. The vote 
was 66to77. The66was the same 66 that 
voted for the two similar amendments. It was 
lost. Section 5 was adopted. 

Mr. Tigner had anamendment to the sixth 
section to make it the duty of the board of ex- 


aminers to examine into and report from time 


to time, as the governor may direct, upon the 
property received by the lessees. It was lost 
by a Viva voce vote. 

Mr. O’Neill’s amendment to 
was lost. 

The next amendment was by Mr. Tatum, of 
Dade. He proposed to ‘‘add a new section, 
and change section 13 to section 14. Be it 
further enacted that the work shops belonging 
to the Western and Atlantic railroad shall not 
be removed and operated beyond the limits of 
the state.” 

It was lost. 

The next and last amendment was that of 
Judge Harrell, of Webster. It was lost bya 
vote of 123 to 30, 

IN TWENTY MINUTES. 

Mr. Rankin, as chairman of the Western 
and Atlantic committee, was entitled to 
twenty minutes time in whish to close the 
debate. By request, he yielded eight minutes 
of that time to Mr. Candler, of DeKalb. 

Mr. Candler said that Dr. Felton, while dis 
claiming such an object, had impugned the 
motives of every member that had voted for 
competitive legislation when ho stated that 
outside pressure was responsible for much of 
the ‘new born zeal against monopolies.”’ 

“So faras that may impugn my motives,” 
said Mr. Candler, ‘or insinuate that my 
amendment is not the embodiment of my own 
conscientious convictions, it is absolutely 
false.”’ 

“Why! he may be pertinently asked, ‘your 
new born zeal against competition?’ He was 
once an apestio of free competition. 
Now he denies his cause. He denies certain 
statesments of the yentleman from Burke 
(Mr. Mavis) and says the remarks quoted were 
not his remarks. 

“One of the apostles of Jesus Christ, when 
his Master was in great peril, forsook Him, 
and denied that he ever knew Hiin. A maid 
servaut said tothe false apostie: ‘Thy speech 
betrayeth thee.’ 

I quote here from THe ATLANTA ConsTITU- 
TION, November 23, ’88, ‘Dr. Felton’s speech: 

‘The welfare of Georgia for the next one hun- 
dred years is dependent on the settlement of this 
matter. When the public plunderers, the highway 
robbers of Wa‘! street, are massing to piunder the 
taxpayers of Georgia, shall we abandon the best in« 
te ests of our commonwealth? [Applause.] I would 
like to know the authority of the senate to send 
such aresolution in here. I do not reficct upon 
them; 1 do not impugn them in doingso. We 
represent the iaboring classes, and in the language 
ofa distinguished Georgian in. the national capitol, 
should stand here ‘till the crack -of doom,’ until 
tliis question is settled. [Applause.] Pardon me. 
representatives, but dciays are always dangerous; 
in this case it is absolutely rninous,”’ 

Now, Mr. Speaker, there is the proof he 
asked for. inthe face of his denial, I say to 
him as was said to the false apostle in Gallilee, 
‘thy speech betrayeth thee.’ ”’ 

THE REPLY. 

“*AslIhave yielded eight minutes to the 
gentleman from DeKalb,’’ said Mr. Rankin, 
“TI vield eight minutes to the gentleman from 
Bartow.”’ 

‘*I simply desire,’’ said Dr. Felton, ‘‘to re- 
affirm with emphasis every sentiment and sen- 
tence in the speech quoted by Mr. Candler. 
The house bas done more to defeat monopoly 
and Wall street speculators today than in any 
other one day tliat I can remember. 

“*T had alrcady disclaimed any personal allu- 
sion. I had even gone so far, Mr. Speaker, as
